The new Eronx Terminal Market cov- 
ers fifty-two acres on the Bronx side of 
the Harlem River, immediately south of 
Macomb’s Dam Bridge. It will contain 
large receiving, ‘classification and dis- 
tributing yards, with direct connections 
with the New York Central and New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroads. 

It will have a. direct railroad -car 
float, connected with thé ‘entire river 
frontage, and by this means bring into 
connection every railroad freight sys- 
tem entering the greater city.

There is nothing of the etmosphere of 
the professional piano recital, nothing 
that savors of -meretricious publicity, 
nothing that in any way comes between 
the. listener and the. composer, Tie 
listener knows in advance. of the event 
that he will not hear anything that is 
without value as a musical composition. 

He knows that he will listen.to inter- 
pretations distinguished equally 
thought and poetic feeling: that there 
will be sanity and taste without pedan- 
try, and emotion the deeper that its ex- 
pression never degenerates. into affect- 
edness or exaggeration. For Mr. Gabrilo- 
witsch is a-born aristocrat as an in- 
terpreter; he could not commit a gross- 
ness or sensationalism if he would, and 
would _ if he could.

Ivan Mestrovic, a Serbian, who is ac- 
claimed by some. critics as -Europe’s 
leading sculptor, arrived in New York 
last Tuesday to exhibit in America for 
the first time more than one hundred 
of his: sculptures at the Brooklyn Acad- 
emy_-of Art. The artist’s arrival from 
Zagrab; ‘via Italy on the Duilio,. was 
the. crystallization of a long nurtured 
plan to ‘present ‘his works to American 
art lovers. é: 

Ivan Mestrovic firat gained wide re- 
cognition in 1911, when he sent his 
works to the International Exhibition 
at Rome. “His next success was in Lon- 
don, where, in 1915, a one-man exhibi- 
tion of hig sculptures was held. Since 
then he has sent his statues to art. gal- 
leries throughout Europe. 

The artist was born in 
small inland village, some 
miles from the “Dalmatian coast, in 
1883. He “began his career as a shepherd 
hand amused himself carving ffrurés in 
wood: and stone. These attracted at- 
tention and the boy’s father took him 
to Spalato at the age of fifteen and 
Placed him in charge of a Dalmatian 
stone mason.

AN UNJUST LAW. 


In the confusion..caused by the car- 
rying out—with such woeful lack of 
prevision and preparation on the part 
of the Government and with such blun- 
dering,  vacillating initiation—of that 
provision of the tax law passed by the 
last Congress which discloses the amount 
of taxes assessed upon individuals or 
corporations, it cannot be too often 
pointed out that the tax- payments af- 
ford in no single case a certain clue to 
the amount of income’ and no clue to 
evasion or falsity in the return. 

The figures made public have no 
further significance than that they 
represent the amounts assessed by the 
Government. as.taxes, No factor can 
be set up that will -translate these 
figures into terms of actual income.. To 
make any such attempt would be to dis- 
regard all those legal deductions ‘that 
have been made in advance on account 
of interest payable on borrowed moneys, 
or on account of investment in tax ex- 
empt securities, or on account,of. contri- 
butions to charity in the amount « of their 
exemption, or an account of taxes paid 
at the source. The maximum income is, 
therefore, not to be inferred with any 
approximate degree ef accuracy. 

The minimum income may perhaps be 
approximated, but even here it has in 
many cases been unduly swollen by’ the 
necessity of crediting in one year the 
profits realized on a capital sale whose 
increased value has been accumulating 
over a long period of time. So while the 
figures, required by law to be exposed to 
public inspection may in some instances 
have been lessened by virtue of deduc- 
tions due to losses sustained during the 
year, they may in other instances have 
been augmented by sales that will reduce 
future income. No one is able, therefore, 
to ipfer his neighbor’s actual income from 
his’ neighbor’s tax assessment, though 
many will assume to do 80, with conse- 
quences that at the least may prove an- 
noying. 

The requirement of publicity not only 
fails to accomplish the results profess- 
edly sought by the framers of the law, but 
abounds in potential injury to the inno-- 
cent. These. reasons should be sufficient 
to convince even those gentlemen that the 
law should be repealed.

LOCAL ISSUES. 


In spite of the tremendous self-excite- 
ment of*the Lafollettian champions, it 
seems to be the general opinion that the | 
voters are unusually tranquil. They re- 
ject all the efforts of Chairman Burier 
and his Chamber of Horrors to make 
their flesh creep. There are a number 
of reasons for this. For one thing, the 
Democratic candidate is a man of un- 
usual ability: attd force, and his oppo+ 
nent is at least a “safe” if rather 
colorless person.

In the six weeks between Oct. 29 and. 
Dec. 7 next there will take place three:

000,000 people. On Nov. 4 we elect a 
President and a Congress for a popula- 
tion of 118,000,000, continental and out- 
lying. In December 60,000,000 Germans 
will have their election. A goodly pro- 
portion of Italians would obviously be 
glad to have another chance at a free 
ballot box. The democratic State in gen- 
eral and parliamentarism ‘in particular 
seem to be going ahead, undiscouraged 
by their failure to win approval in cer- 
tain qua 

Staten, Parliaments--and political ri 
mocracy as a whole were subjected to 
a severe hauling over the coals during 
the first three or four post-war years. 
That great tragedy evoked doubts as to 
the efficiency and basic. justification of 
the State. Was the political State, after’ 
all, éntitled to the exclusive loyalty of its 
inhabitants? Did not man owe economic, 
religious and spiritual allegiances which 
are in Conflict with and which might be 
superior to the obedience exacted by the 
political ‘State?

There is little to identify it as the 
work of Charies Lamb, humorist, in 
this ‘‘Book of Rank,"’ dated 1805. It 
is rather a book of history and eti- 
quette; yet it holds a Certain interest 
and curiosity that the famous essay- 
ist should have set himself such a 
task. 

The “Book of Rank” is a modest 
gréen-covered volume; on its red- 
leather back, gold-striped, is in- 
scribed the title. Twenty-four stiff

That the in- 
signia of this ranking dignitary va- 
ried somewhat seems apparent from 
the following: 

The Black Prince was created “by

without humor. 

Though considered worthy of a 
chapter in the Lamb book, as are all 
noblemen and dignitaries of the Brit- 
ish Crown from Lord Mayor to Sher- 
iff and from Bishop to Admiral, the 
title of Marquis was not highly ¢s- 
teemed apparently by at least one of 
England's early noblemen. 

‘“‘When John de Beaufort,"’ writes 
Lamb, “was from Earl of Somerset 
advanced by Richard II. to be Mar- 
quis Dorset and divested of that title 
by Henry IV., and the Commons in 
Parliament humbly besought the 
King to restore to him the name of

Rider Haggard has written several 
widely known novels. Less famous 
are his agricultural reports on East 
Angtia, some pages of which may 
easily be accounted his finest writ- 
ing. 
In one of these reports he com- 
ments upon a spot in the County of 
Esséx, where, as he poetically 
phrased it, man can come into an 
understanding of infinity.

all such purposes in our theatre 

there are two. lessons that may 

be learned from Mr. Belasco. 
. The First Lesson is theatricality. To 
get everything on the stage into the 
pitch of the art to which it belongs, to 
keep everything theatre. Whether the 
stuff that Mr. Belasco puts on turns 
out to be full of living substance or 
cheap or empty, or great living or 
claptrap, he’at least manages to make 
it theatre. . Whether his taste and 
ideas are important or unimportant, 
he liyes in terms of the theatre. Bad 
artist or good artist, Mr. Belasco is 
an artist all through. 

And no matter what a producer's in- 
tentions may be; no matter what 
themes, conceptions, philosophies, lo- 
cal material, historical, romantic or 
sentimental material an ‘author may 
have for his drama; no matter what 
profundity or sincerity of conviction 
the director may have; the whole re- 
sult. does not exist as art at all until 
it becomes theatre. - The history, of 
every art illustrates this. You’ may 
bring sticks or heat; the fire arrives 
at last but is neither of these. And 
no art can arrive through denials, 
through well-meant sincerities or pro- 
found ideas. These things are ma- 
terial for the creation of an art and 
are unescapably useful and nobly 
brought to hand. But they remain 
material only and not art until the 
translation of them has been wrought. 
A man may be great, noble, Drofound, 
and the theatre may be. But exactly 
as the first and last necessity in-a 
man’s. body is vitality, the first and 
last thing in the theatre is theatrical- 
ity, the element that distinguishes it 
from everything else. 

The Second Lesson that workers in 
the theatre may haye of Mr. Belasco: 
To learn the job; to know that art 
does not spring full blown from our 
Jovian foreheads, however high of low 
they be. To know that in addition to 
inspiration, aspiration, exaltation, the 
life of an art requires management, 
shrewdness, details and unceasing con- 
trivance and effort.

is not so terribly difficult for even 
an average observer to know at 
Ts: that a new show has failed. 
He has but to stand at the corner 
~ “orty-second Street and Broad- 
way for a few minutes on the morn- 
ing following the opening of the new 
Piece, Those genial men, smiling 
broadly, who pass by are nots as might 
be wiagetee! so completely happy on 
ve tne good news from Geneva. 
‘They have not.sat up the night with a 
good friend, who at dawn had won his 
weary fight with death. Theirs not the 
joy of the cheery sunshine and the 
mnerry chirp of the birds. 

No—no, indeed. They are just pro- 
Gucers, and they know—in a vague, un- 
substantial, but nevertheless definite, 
manner—that some fellow-producer has 
just staked his all the night before and 
failed... 

The critical notices may have been fa- 
vorable, but theré was a ‘certain note 
in them: that'-has conveyed the welcome 
assurance of failure. “THe audiente 
feaction may have beew hysterical, but 
these trained observers were quick to 
detect its rehearsed and artificial na- 
ture, 

And so, even before the ‘second night's 
empty rows have been. witnessed for 
confirmation, all theatrical New York 
knows instantly when /an out-and-out 
box-office failure has ‘arrived in town. 

ut the business of telling whether 
&/ new opening will develop into a box- 
office hit is something else again. 

Sometimes, of course, a show is so 
successful/on the night of its opening 
that there’ can be no doubt of ‘its fate. 
Thus, when ‘What Price. Glory” 
opened, “the audience theered for five 
minutes after the final curtain and the 
next morning's reviews, with minor ex- 
ceptions, were frantically enthusiastic. 

But even ‘‘What Price Glory” did not 
become a complete ‘‘sell-out’’ hit. until 
three weeks after its opening. ‘Two 
nights afterward there were standees at 
the evening performances, but the mati- 
nee audiences did not teach the capatity 


of the theatre untill the indicated three 
weeks had elapsed. 

When: ‘‘The Swan,’’ one of last sea- 
son’s hits, opened, however, the box- 
office. response was immediate. It 
opened on a Tuesday night, and early 
on Wednesday :afternoon, despite a dis- 
ecouraging rain, all the ‘seats for the 
Wednesday: night performance had been 
sold. This show, too, “had. received 
slowing critical notices in the daily

“Seventh Heaven,” as all the world 
should know, was a big success,-but the 
extent of its popularity did not become 
apparent for some time. In the case of 
this play the notices were mixed,- with 
a large amount of critical drum-beating 
for Helen Menken, its leading woman. 
And it was not until the Wednesday 
matinee of the fourth week of its run 
that the box office man was able proud- 
ly to hang out the “Standing Room 
Only”’ sign. (It.may be; of course, that 
there is no such sign among the prop- 
erties of the Booth Theatre, so perhaps 
it should be delicately explained that 
the point is that from the aforesaid 
Wednesday matinee of the fourth week 
on, ‘‘Seventh Heaven’ was a capacity 
hit, with every seat filled at every per~ 
formance for months and months.) 

The nature of the demand at the ¢s- 
tablished ticket agencies sometimes is 
such as to leave the nervous producer 
with no doubt of the financial success 
of his production. Thus, the McBride 
office at 71 Broadway is ‘accepted by 
many producers. as a fair test of. the 
public demand for their wares. Here, 
in the heart of the financial district, 
tickets are suld for shows that have 
just opened, generally as a result of 
newspaper criticism, and the response 
Ys immediate and extensive in the case 
of unanimous critical approval of the 
new piece. 

Sales of tickets at hotels, another 
great narket for producers, have very 
little relation to the potential business 
success of new shows. For the most 
part tickets are ordered through hotels 


have Very little interest in new - produc- 
tions, but who want, almost without ex- 
ception, to see the established’ hits. of 
which news has seeped back through 
the: provinces. This, at the moment, 
such attractions as the Ziegfeld Follies 
and “Kid Boots,” hardly to be listed as 
new shows, are far. ahead in the matter 
of hotel sales. 

Not infrequent, however, a show that 
starts out with every. indication of being 
a capacity hit, in some mysterious. man- 
ner sooh commences t6,lose its power of 
attraction to the box office. For ex- 
ample, one of the leading revues now 
in town for seme years’ had an annoy- 
ing—to the producer—habit of playing to 
capacity business for eleven to twelve 
weeks and then of suddenly falling away 
to relatively nothing.

spectacle of the manager gazing mourn- 
fully at the long box office line during 
the early weeks of his production’s run, 
murmuring: sadly, ‘‘It won't last,”’ and 
even going’ so far as to prophesy. cor- 
rectly the date of the end of his profit- 
able business. j 

There are, too, pieces that give every 
indication to the untrained observer‘ of 
being hits but that are in reality noth- 
ing of the kind. These, for the most 
part, are plays for which the agencies, 
mortal and thus prane to occasional 
error, have made advance, ticket buys, 
only to find after the opening the 
great ticket-buying public will ' have 
none of them. And so, after vain at- 
tempts to turn the tickets back to the 
canny producer, they are disposed of at 
almost any price at all and are some- 
times even given awayen: masse, . And 
that is why there is sometimes the sight 
of a play that has apparently been play- 
ing to capacity audiences for four or six 
weeks—dependent upon the length otf 
the agency ticket; buy—that proceeds to 
fold up its tents and silently steal 
away once the artificial aid of the un- 
fortunate buy has been withdrawn. . 

Sometimes, too, the attraction that 
was considered-in advance such a sufe~- 
fire hit that agencies fought among 
themselves for. the privilege ‘of buying 
extensively while the piece was still in 
rehearsal, decides, once the unfavorable 
public reaction 1s apparent, to call it a 
season even before the end of the period 
for which the tickets have been bought. 
Afid that is why, for example, a certain 
ticket. broker. will pause long’ enough 
in his business of taking in huge sums 
for last-row seats to some such play 
as “What Price Glory’ to show the 
sympathetic observer cigar boxes full of 
tickets, alas never to be used, to some 
such entertainment as ‘‘Romeo and 
Juliet,’ as done by Ethel Barrymore: 

There are productions, too, that early 
in their run find little difficulty: mt 
posing of all their orchestra seats, bu 
that are hard put to it to secure even “ 
moderate balcony patronage. One of 
the’. present-day’ revues, for instance, ‘at 
this very moment is trying frantically 
to lure. patrons to its’ balconies, while its 
orchestra seats are regularly. disposed of 
well in advance.

ANA BRYANT’S début on Broad- 
N way as the imperious and’ amo- 

rous Duchess of Florence in “The 
Firebrand” at the Morosco is an event 
ten years overdue, or so at least Miss 
Bryant would have it. 

Six times has she been scheduled to 
open in new plays in New York. Known 
in San Francisco as the best actress of 
the Golden West, particularly in those 
circles in which she wes known as the 
best actress of the Golden West, time 
and again New York prodiicers. have 
sought her out and provided her with 
réles for her Broadway début, Several 
years ago one\ of the plays in which 
she was te appear—a Henry Miller pro- 
duction called “Stepping Stonés’’—man- 
aged to reach the Bronx. But it had 
no poet and it died. As for the othe 
five plays which were to carry her to 
New York, combinations of circum- 
stances invariably intervened, and each 
time the talented Californian, slightly 
baffled, .returned to her native heath 
to resume fer interrupted status as the 
leading actress of the Golden West. 

Deciding that the fates were against 
her New York début as a dramatic 
actress, Miss Bryant turned her eyes to 
the musical comedy stage. Years of 
vocal study had fitted or unfitted her 
for the-venture, according to the point 
of view, and in the Duncan Sisters’ 
production of ‘“‘Topsy and Eva" Miss 
Bryant appeared as the prima donna. 
But again the wrong, kind of good fou- 
tune seemed _ to, overtake her.

time. quite serious in my efforts to 
lend a hand\to the younger brethren of 
my craft, I hope you will allow me to 
make one slight correetion in rte pre- 
vious statement. 


T said “playwrighting was easy. ” That 
jen't. quite true., As a matter of fact 
it not only isn’t easy. it is impossibie! 
I don’t think there is a god playwright 
alive today. The only difference be- 
tween them is that some are worse thah 
others. 

To be a dramatist at all, even a bad 
one, requires three things: 

1, Being born that way, . 

2. Being willing to work like a dog. 
The actor works from eight to ten-thirty 
or eleven, The playwright’s. work is 
ended—when? ; 

3. Faith, hope and courage. And the 
greatest of these is courage, 

Now, let us asstiine that a young man 
or worian is armed with the necessary 
qualifications, There remains yet an- 
other hurdle, the unfortunate fact being 
that no one but a rae man can pos- 
sibly write a play, and no sensitive man 
can possibly sell one, 

If this statement won’t protect me 
from the new dramatist, let him read 
on!.. if 

We will assume that our young author 
has written a good play. What next? 
Of course he wants a production. How 
is he going to get- it? I have been 
asked that: question at least once a day 
for ten years and if I knew the answer 
I'd éat it myself. Managers are sup- 
posed to read plays, betause it isn’t 
true that most of them cannot read; 
but, unfortunately, even when you catch 
one willing to read a play he wouldn't 
know a good one when he saw it, which 
isn’t altogether his fault, as he hasn't 
had @ chance to read many good ones, 
There are one or two firms who employ 
trained playreaders, but their helpful- 

ness is somewhat lessened by the fact 
that no manager was ever known to pay 
the slightest attention to their opinion. 

We will now maké another bold as- 
sumption: -Our young author éells his 
play! Then what? He is paid a small 
deposit, if he is smarter than the pro- 
ducer, which he probably isn't or he 
would be one himself. With this deposit 
the dramatist gets into the habit-of eat- 
ing, ‘but not for long, because the 
chances are exactly six to one against 
the production of a play for which-a 
contract has been signed. (I am speak- 
ing now of a. contract with a new 
writer, Personally, I have. given up 
signing contracts. I just wait until the 
manager’s back is turned and shove 
the darned play into one of his thea- 
tres.) 

Again, we'll stretch a point. Let's say 
our young friénd’s play is produced. 
What then are hig chances of success?

The dressing room of the humbtest 
performer is a perfect model of comfort, 
if not of luxury. Infinite sympathetic 
care must have been given to the design- 
ing of these rooms and their adjoining 
baths. There are beautiful reception 
rooms for the exclusive use of the art- 
ists; there are kitchens,°a Turkish bath, 
a gymnasium, a tennis court, a delight- 
fyl room for the children of the per- 
formers, a laundry rooni, a- pressing 
room, reading, writing and. recreation 
rooms. Strange to say, it seems a novel 
idea, that the comfort of the performers 
is atleast as important as.the comfort 
of the, audience, that. those who are paid 
deserve as much consideration as those 
who are paying. 

A most significant symbolof this place 
is an- emergency dressing room sus- 
pended from the -celling in. midair... It 
is a huge tent, completely fitted with 
dressing table, chairs, mirrors, and so 
on, that can be dropped at a moment’s 
notice. The usual émergency dressing 
room consists of a rusty hook and of 
a chair that cannot be found. 

In all modesty I should like to make 
one suggestion ‘in case Mr. Albee should 
ever repeat his adventure in idealism. 
Among the ‘numerous paintings. which 
hang in the vestibule and in.the prome- 
noirs a beautify! Israels is pointed out. 
It cost $28,000. Joseph Israéls died after 
a long and happy life, and his personal 
welfare was. not concerned.

During its four years of existence; the 
nine members of thé board have ren- 
dered several hundred unanimous de- 
cisions.

The‘substantial justice of the decisions 
rendered . might, however, be admitted 
and ‘the opposition : would be not less 
strong. The. unionists went. to’. bring 
about: direct dealing between their or- 
ganizations’ and the railroads without 
the arbitrament of any public author- 
ity.

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MOSLEM HELPS TO PRESERVE 
DOME ABOVE ABRAHAM'S ROCK

N exe that £25,000 in gold has 
reached Jerusalem from the. Hejaz 
for -repatrs tothe famous Dome 
of the Rock brings to an end an effort 
which hag been under way ever since 
the armistice. Its original impetus was 
British and it was an Englishman, 
Ernest Richmond, who made “an éx- 
haustive examination of the Dome with 
a view to its repair, -The effort which 
the Pro-Jerusalem Council made in -1919 
and ‘1920 -to. raise : funds for earrying 
out Mr. -Richmond’s ‘recommendations 
fell- short-of success, and it was .not 
until this Autumn that Moslem sources 
succeeded -in supplying the money nec- 
essary to rejuvenate this most remark- 
able of Moslem monuments. 

There is no .other monument in the 
world quite liké;the Dome of the Rock in 
Jerusalem. It-stands -in- the vast. open 
space’ known as the Haram-esh-Sherif, 
which in ‘itself‘comprisesa sixth of the 
entire area of the modern walled city 
of Jerusalem. Alone,;in the midst of the 
great Haram: at Jerusalem,.the Dome 
stands over the rock on which*Abraham 


sacrificed= 

‘It is thé embhddimént of serenity and 
continuity;.-having preserved: amid the 
turbulent, history of. Jerysalem that'form 
of: rock worship. which .is-.elder than 
dil modern faiths... Even the Crusaders 
respected, it, and. ‘the ‘twelfth ° céntury 
screen which they placed around the 
sacred rock. still stands. The ‘Knights 
Templars “took “their insignia<“frem its 
a8me, planting it-threughout. Europe. as 
their order.-gtew. Among... Mosiems, 
both of the Crusaders’ day: and -of our 
own, :it ranks with the Haram at Mecca 
and the: Haram at Medima. Orthodox 
Moslemis still hold that Christ, not Mo- 
hammed, will return. as judge of the 
world. at. the last_ day, and that the 
judgment will take place not in Mecca.

At the preserit, Acting’ it, ie. undoubtedly 
true’ tliat the Labor Board is ‘having 
Its: difficulties, although it ‘is: also ‘true 
that the country fs not ‘suffering from 
railroad strikes. “Upto last April’ four 
Class, I: railroads had violated nineteen 
decisions of thé board, and atthe present 
time. the’ Brotherhood’ of Lécamotive 
Firemen and inginemen is testing its 
right..to participate-in.a controversy be« 
tween the “union and forty-five Western 
railroads. Most governmental agencies 
have hed similar ‘opposition. _ Certainly

Under ‘the existing law the railroads 
and their employes may settle their dif- 
ferences amicably if they .so choose, 
Failing ‘this they may < create ‘adjust- 
ment boards. If. peace is: still beyond 
reach they must: submit their cases to 
the Labor Board, which is’ empowered 
to . reach: ‘and- to publish its findings, 
It-has ne-other power. It cannot com- 
pel any one to abide by its judgment, 
although in fact public “opinion ‘has 
hitherto ‘so bulwarked -its findings that 
neither side has found profit in disput- 
ing the ‘decision rendered, 

The situation is a complicated one, 
and whoever is. charged with the re- 
sponsibility. for Working out a better 
system has‘a difficult task. The unions 
are campaigning for the overthrow of 
the. board and in this time of compara- 
tive peace it has few defenders. It is 
perfectly certain, however, that when 
the “next threat of a general railroad 
strike -arises, the ‘demand .for some 
agency strong enough to deal justice to 
the railroads and to their workers and 
at the same time ‘to prevent ‘a’ sus- 
pension of transportation will. be loug 
and insistent. 

It is ‘entirely possible’ that: a new 
board created for each emergency 
might be able.to approach its problem 
with fewer prejudices and less un- 
popularity than any permanent - tri- 
bunal would necessarily accumulaté in 
the course of; time. It ts also true that 
edeh one of the special boards would 
have to be educated for its task. The 
question is not easy, but wherever, the 
advantages may finally be found to lie, 
the test of success imposed by citizens 
will be the same. Are the railroads ren- 
degring uninterrupted service? This is 
the question of primary interest to the 
public and the answer made will deter- 
mine the fitness of any governmental] 
agency to survive,

At the public auction of various 
bulbs‘ in the famous Haarlem distriat 
the sum of $4,800 was paid for thé prod- 
uét of one dere of hyacinths. As this 
was. normal occurrence, the het profit 
per ate may be figuted at about $1,280. 
Considering this profit. as 6 per cent. 
of the value of the land itself, one acre 
of land is worth about $21,000. 

When one reflects that the owner of 
three acres of hyaciAths ig looked upon 
as & small holder, and that many own 
as much as twenty-five acres, dhe géts 
an idea of the handsome profits realized 
in the bulb-growifg business. Informa- 
tion from Holland indicates a prosperous 
year for the bulb growers in 1025,

From 1908, 
the year of Taft's election, the Repiub- 
lican Party received no= more Presiten- 
fal pluralities until: 1920; when Harding 
reached the crest with a margin ‘of 
7,004,847 in the popular. vote. 


In some respects the vote in” 1912.48 
different to classify. . Taft and Rooge- 
velt. together . received: 1,323 728 votes 
more than“Wilson, whose plurality over 
Roosevelt .was 2,160,194. A fact to be 
considered is that Roosevelt’ was: run- 
ning as a Progressive and’ not as: a 
Republican,, Taft being the’ regular 
nominee of the Republican Party. Had 
Taft and Wilson . been the only. candi- 
dates in the field, it is not: easy to 
reach the conclusion that Wilson would 
have failed to obtain popular prefér- 
ence : 

‘Thus in the period. from 1876 to 1920. 
inclusive, though’ Presidential: pluralities 
were divided evenly between the b's 
parties, 
lican and only two Democatic Presidents 
held office. -This condition is partly due 
to the fact that the two Democratic 
Presidents sérved* two full terms each, 
while-only one of the Republican Presi- 
dents—McKinley—was elected’ as - his 
own successor, and he servéd but five 
months of his second term. Roosevelt, 
who as Vice President succeeded to the 
Presidential: office. after the assagsina- 
tion.of McKinley, and was electéd Prési- 
dent three years later. served almost 
two terms, although he received tine 
popular suffrage for only :one. It ts a

no! Republican President, except Grant, 
has. actually filled out two complete 
terms in office.

Rerontly there has been a shifting «f 
pulitial conditions which indicates that 
ine verd‘cts expressed -in . the. popular 
vote and in that of the Blectoral Col- 
lege-will show less variation in the near 
future.

New York, New Jersey, Connecticut and 
Indiana was virtually certain to be 
el cted, barring such incidents as the 
Hayes-T'lden affair.

Trouble. with these’ primitive sourcés 
of motive power began early. The first

about forty people inf four or five cars 
at a speed of from sixteen to twenty- 
one miles an hour. After it had~been

For days or weeks, according to -his 
rate’ of progress and his idea of Ahe 
height of the Palisades, the stranger has 
imagined himself. in the heart of: the 
West. He began by revising his notion 
of the boundaries of the East: As he 
acquirdd perspective, somewhere out be- 
yond Gary, he discovered that the re- 
gions which had given him title to be a 
Middle Westerner, Ohio, Indiana and 
thereabouts, are hardly of: the West at- 
all. They are the Near East; urbanized, 
industrialized, fed by New York papers, 
slanted by all their. social, intellectual 
and commercial interests toward the 
Atlantic seaboard., The East shades off 
gradually as it approaches; the. Great 
Lakes. It is ‘almost completely ¢xor- 
cised, I should say, at Chicago. 

West and East Far Apart. © 

Tf Mandan is, the .geographical begin- 
ning of the West, then it is the .West 
which monopolizes the country more 
than the Mast.” For from/ Chicago on, 
the United States is the West. There 
begins Agriculture with a capital A. 
Thence the, continent stretches at ease, 
down the rich Transmiselssippi Valley, 
across the vast Northwestern ‘prairie, an 
inland empire of farms. and mines, 
ranches and oil fields. The Great Lakes 
are its’seaboard, Canada and Mexico its 
foreign relations; from its capital and 
publicity. centre at Chicago go forth no 
Bulletins giving the Eastern view of the 
world. 

Chicago marks the political divide; he 
would be -a very blind traveler who 
passes it during the present «campaign 
and ‘fails to see that the West and the 
Bast .are further “apart than. usual. 


Political capital has. been made of’ their’

can testify that it is no better than the 
East's opinion of the West as expressed 
in the most impolite fiction. It reminds 
me of the present unofficial attitude of 
Europe toward America. The West con- 
siders the East selfish, profiteering, ar- 
frogant, provincial, un-American, care- 
less and complacent: It believes that the 
East uses Congress in its own mé@nu- 
facturing and financial Interests; that it 
knows nothing and cares less for the 
rest of the coumtry; that the West 
makes all the wealth and the. East 
makes all the money, and spends it to 
dig itself into security and power. The 
West resents populousness in the East, 
which gives a small area of the’ country 
political preponderance over & large 
‘area. The fact that it is helpless 
against that numerical strength makes 
it querulgus; it talks as if its toil main- 
tained the Késtern millions in ease, glit- 
ter and idleness. 

The West as a whole would enjoy 
breaking the political power of the East; 
but as both West and East are two 
things, warring economic divisions and 
also states of mind, it happens that a 
good many people in the West have the 
same economic interests and. therefore 
the same mental attitude as the East. 
Nothing in New England is more con- 
servative than the Western conservative. 
I do not know whether he is the cause 
or the “effect. of Western radicalism. 
Every. business interest, little and big, 
is mObilized into a tight. phalanx against 
the ‘‘Russlanization of America:? The 
women of.

Chinese Resént Discrimination, 

In China I was told by a respofisible 
statesman “that the white: people Will 
force us to take up the fight against 
color distinction.” It is generally taken 
for granted that the hatred of Japanese 
and Chinese is 80 strong that these two 
nations could never come together, It 


\j is true the people of these’ two countries 


do not like ¢ath other, “But they hate 
the. whites more: than they do -each 
other/ - As & Chinese scholar said, ‘‘We 
can’t be fooled any more about: the in- 
tentions of the white people. We have 
seen how they act.” 

But while the color prejudice is’ not 
limited to one single power with pos- 
se#sions in thé Hast,it is only natural 
that Great Britain, the couhtry with 
such. vast dominions; should be con- 
fronted in a mudhr larger. degtee with 
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this problem. In many parts of the 
empire its white subjécts refuse to 
grant political rights to the colored sub- 
jects. In other parts of the empire the 
colored alibjéects are not permitted to 
reside. In the East African colony of 
Kenya *the white inhabitants have 
threatened the home Governinent. with 
afmed. resistancé to any scheme grant- 
ing Indiahs more politcal rights. 

In the case of India, the most valued 
possession. of England, thé color qtres- 
tion holds the . centre of the stage. 
Th@ia has been stitred to its depths be- 
cause of color discriminations in other 
parts. of the empiré and racial and 80- 
cial’ discriminations ‘at home. It is 
mainly betause of this that the people 
had corie into Bo many ‘collisions With 

Discrimination Gallas. ‘ 

While the péople of India may be 
divided as the méthods of achieving 
greater independence under Hngland, 
there is.4/unanimous agreement on what 
is their chief cause of complaint against 


tueir foreign rulers. If a referendum 
were taken among them today on their 
chief grievance against the English, the 
majority would undoubtedly say it is 
facial and social discrimination. 

Some Nationalists do not deny; that 
Britain has with few exceptions admin- 
istered justice to the cotintry. But, as 
the poet of Aéla said, ‘Huma beings 
tis we are, justice is not the chief, thing 
that we claim from our rulers. ‘We need 
rympathy as ‘well"to-féel that we have 
@ human relationship with them and to 
retain our self-respect,”’ 

It is true that'a small group of offi- 
clals have shown in the last few. years 
‘a different spirit in administering the 
laws. But, broadly speaking, it cannot 
bé Menied that this’ complaint is based 
om facts and is the greatest: stumbling 
block to a better understanding between 
thé two peoples: 

But there is anothen aide to the ques- 
tion. The Britishér of today in India 
is heit to the tradition that the Indian 
is an/inferior. person ahd has to he gov- 
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erned. ‘The Britisher feels that it is 
his duty to work for India. The Indian 
wants him to work with: India. 


The mofe liberal officials realize that’ 
the period of conquest and subjection is 
a matter of‘the’ past and logk with a 
certain pride om the resentmént of the 
Indian @gainst the. old’ policy: ‘In, tact, 
this growing: self-respect is the greatest 
testimonial to British rule. But the 
domineering, arrogant type predomi- 
nates. He feels that the Indian. is.in- 
ferior to him as an employe} that he 
is less consciehtibus and less efficient; 
that he is inferior as a citizen and that 
be is his inferior as an animal, 


This race féeling haa shown itself in 
exclusion acts in other dominions... at 
a@.dinner attended by Yeading Indians 
recently one of the guests said’ to me: 

“We have stood for. the empiré,.we 
have thought in terms of the empire 
and we have fought for the empire. 


And yet. we find ourselves barred from 


the dominions ‘and colonies of the em- 
Plre because we ere of a different race. 


“What hurts most is such a phrase as 
‘white Australian ‘policy.. We have 
been watching how the dominions and 
colonies passed one exclusion act after 
the other “against our countrymen. “And 
, thobe Thdians who were settled before 
enti-Tndian immigration bills were 
passed are debarred from political rights 
of are forced to live if segregated areas. 
This has happened in the South African 
colony of Kenya.” 

“The same discrimination exists,” an- 
other gtiest, a barrister, said, “with re- 
gard to our political status in the ddo- 
minion’ and colonies. In Australia an 
Indian ‘cannot vote for the national 
Senate or House, of Representatives un- 
less he is entitles to vote for. the State 
Parliament.. In “Queensland an Indian 
cannot become a member of the Legis- 
lativa Council ané@ the Legislative -As- 
sembly and is disqualified from Voting 
at Assembly elections. In Western Aus- 
tralia there are more such. disqualificas 
tions. With regard to property ‘tights 
there até mofe racial diséfiminations,.” -

When the. appearance of “‘Salammbo’’ 
first resurrectéd ancient Carthage, 


Flaubert was reproached with infidelity. 


to facts and wild exaggeration. In an 
swer to his crities hé produced the writ- 
ings of-the foremost - authorities of an 
tiquity. Today ‘‘Salammbo’s’’ relation 
to the, Punic mystery is reversed. Thx 
the. sirfister background of truceless 
wars and the insatiable blood-lust of 
African .gods hes’ itself become the 
anc tale of a mad tove flecked against 
“foremost authority.” . 

“Flaubert must. havd rebuilt Carthage 
on-a foundation of facts,’’. explained 
Coult. de Prorok upon his recent ar- 
yival here. from the s¢ene of his five 
years.of devoted jdbor. ‘“‘Otir hopes for 
the coming season are based largely 
upon ‘the description of Carthag‘nian 
life and cusiom. as g ven in ‘Salammbo.' 
Flaubert’s marvelous reconstruction was 
achieved without any digging. although 
he actually lived. among the ruins for 
months at a time during the six years 
of his scholarly work. But how closely 
he followed the historians, .. especially 
Appian. Polybius and Pliny,’ and:“how 
thoroughly he ‘ransacked the Ubraries 
of Europe, is shown by his remarkable 
realism.in the smallest details.

He had met his last re- 
buff. 

Invariably he preferred to work alone 
with his men. The British arranged to 
join with his forces at a rendezvous. out- 
side Wohe-Kadza and take that town. 
The British commander arrived . late 
with his troops and saw hew. bannéfrs 
fléating over the walls of the city. 

“Whose are those?’ he asked. 

“Ward’s,’"*. he was told. ‘He. -went 
ahead and took the town without wait- 
ing for help.”

“Brigadier Ward, a man of heroic dis- 
position, a soldier without dishonor,” it 
read, ‘‘deserves Our commendation and 
compassion. Li Hung Chang hag al- 
ready ordered Wu-shi and others to at- 
tend to the proper rites of sepulture, and 
We now direct the two prefects ‘that 
Special temples to his memory be built 
a&t Ning-po ahd Sung-Kiang: Let this 
casé still ‘be submitted to the Board of 
Rites, who will propose te Us further 
honors so 48 to show Our extraordinary 
consideration toward him and also that 
his loyal spirit-may rest In peace. This 
from the Emperor! Respect it!’’ 

Th 1877 the first temple to the memory 
of Ward was erected in Sung-Kiang, 
and from the date of its building proved 
the mecca of a host of Chinese, anxious 
to do honor to the man who really broke 
the strength of the Taiping rebellion. 
“Chinese” .Gordon, the great British 


General,. succeeded to the leadership of | 


the ./‘Ever-Victorious Army’’ that was 
the creation of Ward, and at its heal 
gained a world-wide fame, which has 
tended to overshadow. the fact that the 
famous farce was made pozsible by an 
American. The Civil War came while 
Ward was. fighting his battles in the 
distant Haat, and although he contrib- 
uted $20,000 to the Union cause and of- 
feted his setvices, they ‘were never 
célled for. A Chinese bullet ended his 
écareér before his own country realized 
that thousands of miles away there Was 
an American soldier of fortune whose 
individual exploits and ability as a 
leader have never been surpassed. Fred- 
érick Townsend Ward took a Chinese 
rabble and. drilled them into the equals 
of any troops in the world. He won 
amazing victories against overwhelming 
numbers. The crash of battle was music 
to his ears. 

And now civil war rages again in the 
same country and over the very district 
where he made. history. 


LENGTHEN SCHOOL AGE 
BY LAW IN THE WEST

FLEET OF 


AMERICA HAS HELIUM FOR 


RIGID AIRSHIPS' 





LTHOUGH there is sufficient helium 
in thé natural gas wells of America 
to float a fleet of rigid airships, 

the public was: surprised to learn the 
other day that there was not enough of 
the hon-inflammable ‘vapor on-hand to 
fill the. balloonettes of ZR-3, the repara- 
tion ship that récently sailed across the 
Atlantic from ‘the Zeppelin factory in 
Germany. 

The basic reagon for this anomalous 
situation 08s back to the early history 
of air travely Europe, in developing the 
balleon, used hydrogen, a readily ignited 
gas, much lighter than the atmosphere. 
Europe is nét-in a position to get helium 
on a commercial scale, and ‘Germany 
would probably be the last in the world 
to employ a‘gas for aircraft) likely to. be 
used _in war which’ she would have to 
Import from either the United States or 
Canada, especially when her chemists 
could generate unlimited quaritities 6f 
hydrogén out of such simple materials 
as scrap zinc and crude acids; 

Moreover, helium does not have ‘the 
same.lifting power as hydrogen. It is 
8 per cent. heavier than hydrogen. 
This means that what engineers call its 
useful lift—its power to carry a load: in 
excess of the actual weight of the air- 
craft—is about 25 per cent. less than is 
that of hydrogen. Qn the other hand, 
helium, being. fireproof and inert as 
nitrogen, has the advantage of safety, 
which is a wondet{ul aid to crew morale, 
and an inducement to both freight and 
passenger: patronage. " 

The gas, compared with hydrogen,. can 
also be used with much léss loss through 
leakage. It is expensivé, of course, but 
with careful valving and occasional pur- 
ification it can be used for many years. 
A little more gas from the wells-adied 
from time to time, to make up for un- 
avoidahle losses, enables the navigator 
to keep a dirigible’s bags filled for sev- 
eral years with virtually the. same .sup- 
ply of helium. 

Reduced Cost ef Hellum. 

The gas is now produced Mh this coun- 
try at from 6 to 8 cénts a cubic foot, 
and Dr. Richard B. Moore, formetly 


chief chemist of the United States Bureau’ 


of Mines, and the man Who developed the 
commercial . production. of helium, says 
that éventually it can be obtained at 
from 3. to 4 cents. Just before the 
World War helium was quoted at $1,500 


a cuble foot and there were then only 


about fifteen cubic feet in the world. 
Even using helium priced at § cents, the 
ZR-3, with a capacity. of 2,400,000 cubic 
feet, can be filled for $192,000. The 
ship'is worth from $2,500,000 to $3,000,000 
exclusive of the valué of her lifting gas. 

The Zeppelin interests hold -that hy- 
drogen is the only real lifting gas. The 
German engineers, Who were at Lake- 
hurst* before the arrival of the ZR-3; 
talked against helium and théy poirt to 
the fact that the airship traveled 6,000 
milés in eighty-one hours, floated. by 
hydrogen—eh achievement never before 
equaled in aviation.’ Dr. Hugo Eckener, 
pilot of the ZR-3, is among the most 
earnest champions of hydrogen. 

The supply of helium at the first of 
the. year was 16,000,000 cubic feet, 


equally divided between the atmy ahd 
the.navy. The navy Used: stveral mil-| 
lion cubic feet in inflating the American- | 
built rigid airship-Shenandoah and con- 
sumed large quantities for experimental 
work, and as a result its stock was low. 
‘The army tas used little of fts helium, 
Pbut is not @isposed to give any to the 
navy while the status of the ZR-3 is so 
uncertain. The dirigible -may come 
under the jurisdiction of the military 
arm, or be given ovér to a commercial 
company for operation. 

The Shenhandoah’s gas supply can how 
be better conserved, as ste has been 
equipped with condensers which combine 
the vapors from her gasoline engines 
‘with the oxygen of the air, and produce 
water for ballast. Before the condens- 
ers were installed there was no means 
of making up for the loss of weight due 
to the consumption of fuel. When the 
Shenandoah’'s. commander ‘wished td 
make her descend-he had to release 
helium, 


Government Plant Active, 


It.fs said that the shortage ,of helium 
is opfly temporary, for the gas cah be 
made at the rate of from 500,000 to 700,- 
000 cubic feet a month at the Govern- 
ment plant near Fort Worth, Texas, 
which, according to dispatches, iS now 
showing unusual activity. 


Helium exists in considerable quan- 
tities in natural. gases of Texas, Okla- 
homa and Kansas and Canada has a 
moderate-sized supply, The Fort Worth 
plant uses a natural gas brought from 
the field at ‘Petrolia; Texas, about 150 
miles distant, by twe campanies. Sone 
of the gas is diyerted to t&c pianc, whore 
by fractional distillation under high 
pressure helium {s semoved. . The 
natural gas, which has been liquefied, is 
permitted to return to its original state, 
and is sent through the city mains, im- 
proved. in caloric quality by the re- 
moval of the inert constituent. " 

Dr. Moore, according to a paper he 
read before the American Institute of 
Mining and Metallurgical Engineers, 
made a survey of all the natural gas 
fields in the United States a few months 
ago in quest of hefium. °‘ He reported 
that 500,000,000 cubic feet of helium was 
going .to wasté_ annually in connection 
with the ordinary use of natural gas. 
As many of the natural gas fields are 
not being worked, only a small part of 
the helium can now be saved. If, hows 
ever, the natuPal gas’ regularly used 
wére treated Dr. Moore believes it would 
be possible to extract 50,000,000 cubic 
feet of helium annually, provided plants 
for that purpose were made available, 

*“There is ho question,” he sald, “that 
ir the United. States had a protracted 
War, so that there would be time tod 
build the necéssary plants, 150 to 200 
large dirigibles could be kept in the air 
for a périod of four to five yéeara and 
perhaps longer,’’:

“The easterly wall is-ten feet thick, 
and the three other walls eight feet 
thick, and are of a type of construction 
which was selected after a series of 
tests conducted. by the Federal Reserve 
Board, with theassistance of the United 
States Bureau of Standards. At these 
testefevery kind of modern vault con- 
struction was subjected to the action of 
such powerful agents of destruction as 
TNT, dynamite, oxyacetylene torches 
and jackhatimers or pneumatic drills, 
and the type which most successfully 
withstood these tests was adopted by 
various Federal Reserve Banks. This 
type of construction; moreover, ‘was less 
expensive than the usudl type. 

“The vault doors are of a revolving 
type and are six in number, Each is a 
cylinder which turns on a vertical axis 
inside of a steel frame, which in turn 
is securely 9 ton in the walls of the 
ault. The three main doors, with their 
frames, are ten feet thick and weigh 
230 tons. each, while the emergency 
doors are eight feet thick and weigh 
185 tons. Through the centre of each 
cylindrical door there is a passageway 
four feet, wide. To give access to the 
vault the cylinder is revolved so that 
the passageway leads directly into the 
vault: To close the vault a simple me- 
chanical arrangement has been devised 
which causes this ‘huge cylinder of steel 
to revolve 90 degrees, so that the pas- 
‘age runs lengthwise with the walls 
when the door is closed. Thus, between 
the interior and the exterior of the 
vault, when the door is closed; are two 
‘olid steel Walls, each two and one-half 
feet thick, or, in other words, each /of 
these walls: is about as thick ias the 
ordinary bank vault door.”

Gas Bag Was Protected 
from Static and Radio 
Sparks. 


INCE the landing of the ZR-3 
thousands of: visitors have gone 
to Lakehurst to view the big Zep- 
pelin’ in ‘its hangar. Last .Sun- 
day -more than, 50,000: motorists 


Lakehurst to ‘New York and Philadel- 
phia, and many Of. them were broadcast 


ra| listeners who had hoped to see thé Ger- 


man radio. apparatus which helped to 
guide the dirigible: across. the Atlantic. 
A marins oye t the crowds at 
a distance of F yatta from the 
hangar. “German créw mingled 
with ‘the crowd and. told about their 
trip. The few who talked to Leo Freund, 
the radio operatgr; enjoyed his interest- 
ing description the radio installation, 
He came to NewYork during the past 
week and broadcast a story of the flight 
from the Wanamaker studio of WJZ. 
After he finished describing the trip 
from Friedrichshafen to Iekehurst he 
was asked about the radio. 

How is the big Zeppelin’ protected from 
heavy static discharges or lightning? 
Where is the radio station located on 
the ZR-3? How can a transmitter be 
used without having. sparks ignite -the 
hydrogen gas in the big bag? ‘Where is 
the antenna stretched and how long 
is it? 

The radio station of the ZR-3 ts lo- 
cated in a heavily padded compartment 
in the back of the~control on the left 
side of the’ ship. The-room is padded 
on all sides to deaden the. sound of the 
motors and the inside walls: are madé 
of a wax material. 

When asked how the ship was pro- 
tected from lightning Freund explained: 
“The . generator is protected by a 
specially designed - lightning arrester. 
The principle of this contrivance is to 
shunt electrical discharges from the 
clouds around the instruments directly 
to the ocean ‘beneath by a direct’ contact 
cable dropped from the ship during a 
storm, 

“The generator is outside of the cabin 
and can be swung outwardly. The angle 
depends upon the speed of the ship. The 
maximum power is derived when the 
generator is at a 90 degree angle. -At- 
tached t6 the generator is a propeller 
whfh revolves by the motion of the 
ship and furnishes the rower for the 
generator. : ™ 

“The faster the ship is going the 
nearer must‘the generator be kept to 
the side of the ship. ‘This prevents thé 
propeller from generating excessive 
power. The generator. also supplies the 
power for the operation of a system of 
thirty-five electric lights. There is also 
an emergency outfit which can be called 
upon at any time by. simply stretching 
the antenna from the point of the ship 
to the cabin.” 


Freund pointed. out that radio. is one 
of the most essential parts of all 
equipment on a transocean flight, be- 
cause it affords communication. with 
vessels and land- stations throughout 
the voyage. Without radio the ship 
would be isolated from the rest of the 
world, and would not be able to be 
sure of its bearings uflder conditions of 
storm and fog. Radio also. makes it 
possible for the aviators to answer all 
questi6ns regarding weather conditions 
on the water and make forecasts, 
which is a very valuable service to 
ships then at Bea and those in. port 
ready to sail. 

‘Picture yourself,”’.continued Freund, 
‘fn an airship for three days, sailing 
over the ocean, and the navigator is 
urable to make use of his sextant to 
determine their position, not being able 
to see stars, moon. or sun. It would 
therefore be dangerous to make a trip 
of this length without a radio appa- 
ratus. With a radio you can. deter- 
mine the exact point of the ocean 
above which you are located by estab- 
lishing communication with a sending 
station either on land or on a@ ship at 
sea. 


Radio Compass Helpful. 


“By means of a new type of radio 
direction finder the Zeppelin can deter- 
mine its exact position by obtaining a 
bearing from a station: on a line with 
its progress forward, whereas in the “past 
it was necessary to communicate with 
two’ different points: whose position is 
known and applying the principle of 
triangulation to this data to figure gut 
the airship’s own position.’’ 

The batteries of thé ZR-3 are placed 
on the floor outside of the after cabin. 
They receive power automatically from 
the. generator. They are 24 volt, 15 
cells, about 75 pounds, plates of lead, 
built. along the same lines as American 
batteries. There are additional pbat- 
teries for the receiving set. If Anything 
happens to the batteries, arrangement is 
made to hook up the generator direct. 
If the propeller of the» generator is 
working too fast and producing too much 
current, an automatic cut-off prevents 
overcharging of .the battery. 

The transmitter key is covered with & 
ine mesh to prevent, escape of sparks, 
which might ignite. any gas’ escaping 
from the huge gas bag, as it‘ does at 
high altitudes. The commander of. the 
airship instructs the radio operator not

New requesting 
‘that the’ Post Qffice Department get rid 
of the obsolete spark transmi: equip- | 
ment on the United States. boat 
President, . according to a letter made 
public by Alfred M. Caddell; Mxecutive 
Secretary of the A; R. A, 
in the vicinity of ‘Néw York: harbot 
tme mail boat's call letters, NURL, are 
familiar to code operators, both amateur 
and commercial, within a radius of fifty 
miles, and it is claimed that the traffic 


caused no end: of dismay to mil ae ¥ 
Hsteners. 

Mr. Caddell’s letter’ reads in part as 
follows: : 

“For some” time past the American 
Radio Asso¢iation ‘has been carrying on 
a campaign to rid the air of interference 
so that purchasers of radio receivers 
may enjoy,the use. of their sets. As it 
is now, traffic. carried on, by ~ spark 
transmitters is . capable making 


receivers -and robbing their owners of 
the Instruction and entertainment that, 
they could otherwise enjoy. 

“In the vieinity of New Yérk and ‘in 
other congested ports most of these 
transmitters have been replaced with 
modern Be Cc. W. or C. W. transmitters, 
which has resulted in elimination ‘of this 
particular type of interference. But the 
Post Office Department has failed to 
provide the New York harbor mail boat, 
whose call lettgrs are NURL, with. up- 
to-date apparatus, The operators on this 
boat. employ as sharp a spark as pos- 
sible, but rio. amount of retuning or 
care can prévent the spark transmission 
from cutting down through the broad- 
cast wave bands and ruining the finest 
programs. This is the only transmitting 
station in the vicinity of New York that 
still retains a spark transmitter, the 
Govern nent station, NAH, even having 
changed to tubes. 

‘*Inasmuch as NURL works every ship 
coming into New York Port,. her 
traffic is on the air a great deal of the 
time, and qualified code operators re- 
port that owing to the limitations of 
the spark system it is necessary for the 
operator to repeat mary messages and 
have many more relayed to him by other 
stations. The installation of an L. C. W. 
or C. W. transmitter would’ enable 
NURL to work’ more consistently over 
his operating +range and relieve the 





present trouble.’’
